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POSTWAR CRIME 
During the war a good many law enforce' 
tnent officers. soclologLits ond Just plain i]C0' 
pie were predicting that there would be 
postwar crime wave. Statistics for 1046, rC' 
leaded by the FBI, Indicate that they were 
right. Crime, up 7,0 per cent over 1045, now 
Atands at a lO-year high. 

It secnu likely that the situation Is even 
worsa than expected. For the predictions 
mujst surely have considered the fActor of 
widespread, If temporary, postwar unemploy- 
ment. But lt'3 safe to say that few offender* 
are robbing and stealing today because work 
liin't to be had. So the major causes of pres- 
ent crime must be social and emotional, ra- 
ther than economic. 

Some of the causes are not hard to Identity. 
Homo trolning suffered in many fomillea 
during the war when mothers Joined the 
ranks of the workers to help ease the man- 
power shortage or help support a family 
whose father was In the service. Thousands 
of schoolteachers left the classroom for bet- 
ter-paying Jobs, Their replacements were 
often Inferior In training as well as number. 

MUltory requirements thinned the ranks of 
law enforcement agencies, which in many 
cases are still under-staffed. And then. 
TBI Director J. Edgar Hoover put It, effects 
of the "spirit of wartime abandon" have not 
yet run their course. Teenagers who grew up 
In the emotlonolly charged atmosphere of 
the war may be finding It hard to make ad' 
justmcnts and settle down. Many young vet- 
erans are at loose ends. 

All this la reflected In the accent on youth 
*hlch the 104S crime figures give. Morn 21 
year-olda were arrested than any other age 
group. They were followed by those of 22. 23, 
24 and 30 years. Youths under 21 accounted 
for 16,0 per cent of the totol arrested. 

There are two remedies, of course, which 
the situation domands— prevention and rec- 
lamation. Though the causes of most Juvenile 
delinquency can be found at home, all par 
ents do not have the mental, emotional, or 
economic equipment to cope with the prob' 
lem. 

More serious and more neglected Is the 
problem of making good citizens out of 
youths who olready have police records. 
Countless criminal histories point up the 
great need for intelligent, sympathetic, well- 
trained probation and parole officers. Treat- 
ment during the social "convalescence" of a 
young first offender Is clearly a neglected 
£clence. 

The 1046 crime figures give warning that a 
Job must be done. Though it Is difficult, our 
present economic climate of full employment 
and reasonable prosperity makes this seem 
n propitious time to begin it In earnest. 



HIGHWAY "BIRD BATH" 
Two miles cast of Twin Falls a rancher's 
Irrigation water got loose Saturday morning. 
It resulted in what highway engineers dc- 
Bcrlbe Jokingly as a "bird bath." 

This was no ordinary "bird bath," however. 
It was a small lake extending from curb to 
curb on thot new stretch of road between 
ITwln Falls and Filer. 

The public pretty well understands this 
situation by now— how the Job was rushed 
through in the first place, surfaced In a 
makeshift manner, and Just generally 
"worked over" without- making proper pro- 
ylBlons for grade and drainage. 

Obviously, after all the years Twin Falls 
county has waited for Improvements on U. S. 
30, this one particular stretch of road comes 
US a big disappointment. 

There is only one reassuring thing about 
the whole affair. The commissioner of public 
works, director of highways and the district 
highway engineer have assured the Times- 
News that this road will be put in good con- 
dition when the weother gets worm enough 
this spring. 

What kind of a road it wIU be then remolns 
to be seen.

Another purpose Is to call atten' 
tlon to the fact that some men o:

ple who work. 

I do believe that o national act 
forbidding the closed shop would 
causa bloodshed In many cities and 
might paroli'ze tlic country with 
Ood-only-knows-whnt awtul consc- 
qucnces. "To say that a government 
must face (uch crlsea or tall la im' 
petuous. In this case we would ere 
the crisis and I would rather 
endure the closed ah op Indefinitely, 
and whllewhlle cure some of the 
evils which It InfhcU. than sacrifice 
one life. 

rather Toner li deceived In be- 
lieving that the Wagner act was 
made to "protect the worker and 
not the unions," In the first place 
had no right to "protect 
the worker" In his relaUona with the 
employer. For that very reason the 
pretext was iLsed In the Wagner act 
of expediting and removing obstruc- 
tions to Interstate commerce by 
abating labor disputes through col- 
lective bargaining. 

Next. I have to InsUt that the 
purpose of Uie act was not to protect 
the worker but to create and enlarge 
unions as political factors which 
would be, as Francis Blddle. then 
the attorney general, Incautiously 
idmltted they were, tied to the new 
deal government. 

If there ever was any Intention 
to-obnte labor disputes the fact was 
eoon demonstrated that this law had 
the opposite effect. Wo Immediately 
went Into an era ot labor disputes 
more riotous and expensive than 
any other season ot unrest since the 
civil war, and congresa caught the 
labor relations board in the act of 
fomenting disputes and lint- pick Ing 
for grievances where none existed. 

The war period was even worse 



than tha organltlng period of the 
CIO dccept In the matUr of bloody 
anarcliy and organUed terrtjr. That 
Ij to aay. the record ot strike*, ilow- 
downa and atudled waste of people. 
In a tlmi when bomci were being 
disrupted to shift men and women 
thousands of miles, was the worst 
In our history. 

We deliberately uaed about Uurte 
peraons to do the work of two, and 
the Wagner act wai the cause ol 
this, Many of those tamlllea' will 
never be reunited. 

That the act waa passed tor the 
pollUca] benefit ot Senator Wagner'i 
party Is seen In ths fact that, 
throughout Its life down to sow, the 
government has exalted, honored 
and consulted men who have been 
guilty of exploiting tha act tor their 
own benefit, as Father Toner ob- 
serves. 

These great boasea wrung political 
asseasments for Wagner'a party out 
ot workers who dared not refuse,' 
and Wagner has shown his own In- 
tent by his failure all thla whUe 
to take the InlUatlve against the 
indecencies which Father Toner 
condemns. 

I do hope, however, that this 
priest and other honcit men wilt 
Join me, out loud, In the tight 
ngahial the diriy, brutal Imposi- 
tions ot the union boasea who have 
brought oboul the clamor tor the 
open shop as the only escape from 

new slavery. 

In that case, we could all study 
thi closed shop In an atmosphere 
favorable to Intelligent rather than 
ungry Judgment,
